"-Thor was alive, lie was distinguished from others 
ot his clan who bore the same name, by the epithet 
of the Laird*3 Jock , that is to say, the Laird’s son 
J' ck, or Jack. This name lie distinguished; by so 
many bold and desperate achievements, that he 
retained it even after his father's death, and U 
mentioned under it both in authentic records and 
in tradition. Some of his feats arc recorded in 
the Minstrelsy of the Scottish Border, and others 
mentioned in contemporary chronicles. 

At the species of singular combat which wo have 
described, the Laird's Jock was unrivalled ; and no 
cliampion of Cumberland, Westmoreland, or Nor¬ 
thumberland, could cuduro the sway of the huge 
two-handed sword which ho w ielded, and which few 
others could even lift. This “awful sword,” as 
the common people term it, was as dear to him as 
, Durindan . or Fushbertn. to their respective to 
, ters, and was nearly as formidable to his taepvios 
: as those renowned lalehion3 proved to tho foes of 
Christendom. The weapon had been bequeathed to 
him by a celebrated English outlaw named Hobbie 
Noble, who, having committed .some deed for which

Besides this dutiful child, tho Laird's Jock had
